N«W York, March 19.— Daniel J. Sul- 
ly, tha cotton operator who haa for 16 
moiithB bean the blggaat flgura lo the 

cotton markets of the world, and who 
haa "bulled" cotton from eeven cents 
a pound to oTer 17, announced hia In- 
ability to make good hla angagementa 
on OM If ew Tbrk cotton e whaft g* m- 
day. Within a ttw moments cotton 
fan nearly $18 a bale from the highest 
flgurea of the day. 

Scenes such as followed the an- 
nouncement of the failure it has been 
tkft privilege oi tew brokera to wlt- 
naaa befora. Tradera In the atreat 
have witnessed stock panics In previ- 
ous years; corners have been broken 
and many crashes have been recorded 
but none haa been accompanied by 
Bttdi frensy and confuaion. 

Buaineea had been transacted in the 
usual way throughout the morning ses- 
atoa with no Indication of any unusual 
event. Shortly after the afterpoon 
session, however, there was a lull in 
tha pit and at alraut five minutes after 
S o'ddck the aanouneament of the sus- 
pension waa made by Suparintendent 
King. 

For a few seronds there was an om- 
inous quiet over the floor as though 
the news had atunned all within hear- 
ing of tha announcement Then with 
one ImpulA a mighty shout went up 
from the bears, they who had been 
fighting Sully ami tlie bull cliciue for 
months. Hats w>re tlirowu into the 
air to fall where they would, a mo 
ment later to be trampled upon by the 
atampede for the pit. Coats were torn 
by frantic brokers in their mad efforts 
to unload tin Ir tKililings and chairs 
and campstools were dashed Into the 
pit to emphasize some wild broker's 
aflar to sell. , Meaaengera aoon were 
ruahing In and but of the building with 
orders to aall or buy; telephone booths 
w«re besieged, and telegraph ofHces 
were flooded with dispatches. 

Outside thfe cotton exchange appear- 
ances gave little indication of the pan- 
depMmliun within «ntU the meaaangers 
baglW' io mrtt between tha eaehatige 
and the brokers' ofBces. Soon the 
news reached the stock, prodtice and 
coffee exchanges, and tradtrs on these 
markets hastened to the scene of the 
panic. Crowds aasidled the entrance 
to the visitors' gallery, but a double 
guard was placed- at the doon and ad- 
mittance was refused to all but those 
accompanied by members. 

It was estimated that somethini? lilte 
.three-quarters of a million bales of cot- 
ton were traded in during the 20 min- 
utes of the panic that followed the an- 
nouncement, and that of this upwards 
olt half a million bales reprpsent<?d 
"forced liquidation" or the selling out 
of men whose margins have been 
nearly- or quite wiped out. As the 
market slumped 260 polnta during this 
pe riod the loss falling on this element 
amounted to something over a million 
dollars. 

Philadelphia, March 19. — iJirpe man- 
ufacturers and users of cotton in this 
city ware somewhat pleased with the 
collapae of the cotton comer, although 
they' maintain that the reduction in 
prices will have no immediate effect 
in reducing prices of finished products. 
Most of the mills report that the sea- 
son's output haa been n^ade up from 
tlla hlCli-priced materials.

QEN. WOOD CONFIRMED. 



A Notable Contest in the tanata 

Comes to An End. 



Washington, March 19. — By the ac- 
tion of the senate In executive aeaslon 

Friday Gen. J^nard Wood became a 
major general, taking the rank from 
August 8, 11103, the day President 
Roocevelt made the promotion. The 
contest against bis contlrmation has 
been a notable one, beginning Novem- 
ber 19, 190S, soon after congress con- 
vened in special session and continu- 
ing through the present session until 
Friday, when by a vote of 45 to It! the 
nomination was confirmed. The late 
Senator Hanna waa recognized as the 
leader of the fwces opposed to Oen. 
Wood and had it not been for his death 
before the disposition of the case it is 
conceded that the vote would have 
been much closer. 

Five democratic senators voted with 
the majority la favor of confirmation. 
They were Benatora Cockrell, Pettus, 
Patteraon, Clarke (Ark.) and Dubois.

Washington, March 19.— In making 

Its report Friday in favor of Mr. I.ever, 
In the Dantzler-I^ver e<intest from the 
Seventh South Carolina district, house 
committee on elections No. 1 takes tiie 
ground that the investigation ahow* 
that Dantzler, a colored man. waa^not 
elected. At the same time the com- 
mittee K fuses to say that I. ever wa.s 
elected and the report leaves him in 
the saniei position as it' no contest liad 
been made. The committee draws the 
conclusion that if it advanced a rullag 
on the diafranchisament of the colored 
vote and declared L«ver not elected on 
that ground the decision would be a 
precedent for unseating nearly every 
member in the house from aeveral 
southern st-ates which it names.

Mkrcancic 
is said to have killed bis sweetheart 
in Austria four years ago, his brother- 
in-law in Greece two years ago. and 
two men in Chicago, one three years 
ago and the other Hve months ago. He 
will be taken to Chicago.

St. Petersburg, March l!).— Concern- 
ing the loss of the armored cruiser 
Boyarin at Port Arthur, a private let- 
ter received hera aaya that the veaael 
waa struck by a noatlag mlaa dropped 
by the Japanese. Naval engineers are 
preparing to raise the Boyarin, though 
it Is considered doubtful that she will 
be fit for fighting services, as It Is fear- 
ed that the tremendous concussion sus- 
tained from tha axploaioa ol the float- 
ing mine has more than likely atraln- 
«d the frames. 

A correspondent who has Just visited 
Port Arthur telegraphed Friday firom 
Mukden as follows: 

"Deapite tha varloua bombardments 
at Port Arthur the external aspect of 
the city remains unchanped, although 
the enemy fired an enormmis number 
of projectiles. The marine monsters 
in the harbor look like enormous black 
hulls and the battleships and cruisers 
bear the marka of the fighting. The 
black clouds of smoke from their 
stacks overhang the town. The cruis- 
er Paliada standa almoat ready la the 
dock. 

"Near the entrance of the harbor 
can be seen the charred wrecks of the 
.Japanese fire ships. Aboard que of 

the farth^t out was foimd the body 
of a Japanese offlccr who had shot 
himself. Beside him lay a chart show- 
ing the course of the flre-sblps and the 
spot where they sank. 

"Six hours of firing by the heavleat 
guns during the last bombardment did 
not demolish a single building, but 
cost a few lives. The husband and 
children of the Baroness Frank, who 
was decapitated by fragments of shell 
flying in through tha window, were 
unharmed. 

' The enemy In endeavoring to stand 
as far as p<issihle oiitsiile the range 
of the Russian batteries, rendered 
their own Ineffective. The people are 
getting used to the bombardments and 
the Jiqianeae squadron cruising in the 
offlng caused little alarm. Occupa- 
tions arerestmiing their wonted course 
and many sion s have t)een re<ipene(l. 

"Not a few women heroically refuse 
to leave Port Arthur, regardless of the 
tragic death of ^aronesa Frank. Dur- 
ing the height of\he .cannonading one 
woman, armed with dressings for 
woimds. wandered the streets ready to 
afford aid to the woutided. 

"During the engagement between 
the Russian and the Japanese torpedo 
boat destroyers the boats came into 
\'ery close quarters, being within a few 
fathoms' length of each other. A tor- 
pedo from the Russian destroyer Vlas- 
tlnl tore off the stern of one of the 
enemy's destroyers, her captain stand- 
ing on the bridge as she aank amidst 
wild criaa." 



SUBMARINK BOAT RUN DOWN. 



Eleven Persons Were Drowned Off the 
Nab Lightship. 

Portsmouth, March 19.— The British 
submarine boat No. Al was run down 
and sunk off the Nab Lightship Friday 
by a Donal Currie liner and 11 per- 
sons were drowned, including Lieut. 
Manaergh, the senior officer engaged 
tA sttbmariaa wofk. Tha liner paased 
on and r^rtad that aba had atruck 
a torpedo. 

At the time she was sfnuk the ves- 
sel was off the Ught^lp engaged In 
maneuvers and was lying in seven 
fathoma of water waitisf the approach 
of a batUeahlp. 

The boat was one of the newest of 
the fleet of submarine vessels and was 
built from the latest models, but she 
has always been a bad diver. Sh« was 
inspected recently by both King Ed- 
ward and the Prince of Walea.

Walter Wellman. Kaninn!4 .Arctic Explaiar, 
Claims ta Have New Melbad Which 
Cuaat Ml. 



The annual dinner of the Arctic club, 
coifaposed of men who bave had ex- 
perience In the arctic regions, was held 
recently at New York city. The guest 
of honor was Walter Wellman. the qx- 
plorer, of Washington. Mr. Wellman. 
in the course of bis address, proposed 
that the Arctic club itself fit out an 
expedition to reach th* north pole. He 
suggested that a committee be formed 
to prepare the plan and select the 
leader and the members of the party. 
He said that if an American citizen of 
wealth who wished that America 
should have the Imnor of being first 
to reach the polo would come forward 
witb the necesary funds, about $100,- 
000, he would turn over to the club bis 
plan for attaining the pole. 

"F'rom actual experience in the field 
and study and experiment," said the 
speaker, "I have evolved a plan whUh 
is morally certain of securing tbe 
trophy for the expedition which naes 
it Tbe plan embracea new prlnctplea 
and metboda which double the travel- 
ing effectiveness of a sledging party. 
With present methods a party can 
make at the most an average of ten 
miles a day. By my plan there is no 
doubt at all that 20 miles per day can 
be made on an average. The method 
which I propose Is perfectly simple 
and feasible, and will mark as great 
an advance in sledging as tbe electric 
car marked over the horae car. An 
expedition employing this plan Is as 
sure to roach the pole as a sailing ship 
is to reach port^ a long voyaso That 
Is, barring shipwreck or other un- 
looked-fbr dtsaater." 

Mr. Wellman 'added that be had no 
wish to go again to the arctic regions 
himself, but would aid the club In find- 
ing a good commander and crew if the 
funda eoold be procured.
